The  letters  showed  that  many 
havo  been  baptized  during  the 
year,  and  that  a fair  moasuro  of 
prosperity  had  been  enjoyed.  If 
our  count  was  right,  bctcen  two 
and  throe  hundrod  had  been  bap- 
tized. 

One  oftho  most  gratifying  fea- 
tures ol  tho  meeting  was  the  evi- 
dent growth  of  the  missionary 
spirit  in  the  churches,  and,  along 
with  it,  the  growth  of  unity  In  tho 
body.  This  is  due,  in  a good  dc 
gree,  to  tho  labors  of  Elder  M.  S. 
Kirkland,  who  has  been  laboring 
as  missionary  colporteur, under  tho 
joint  appointment  of  tho  Assoca- 
tional  and  State  Boards.  The 
brethren  aro  coming  more  and 
more  to  realize  that  tho  work  is 
ono.  The  missionary  was  paid  in 
full,  aud  a balance  left  to  begin 
a new  year. 

The  Ex.  Board  has  employed 
Elders  M.  S.  Kirkland  and  J.  IV. 
Collins  to  give  their  whole  timo  to 
the  work  next  year,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation instructed  their  Board  to 
form  the  closest  practical  co-opora- 
tion.  The  feeling  was  universal 
that  the  way  is  open  now  to  do  a 
grand  work,  and  thoro  is  a mind  to 
do  it.  Instead  of  8700  for  State 
Missions,  the  amount  asked  for, 
they  talk  ol  81,200  or  81,500,  if 
satisfactory  terms  of  co-operation 
can  be  arranged.  All  the  usual  I 
subjects  received  attention.  Wc 
were  received  as  Secretary  of  our 
Convention  Board,  and  editor  of 
the  Record  in  a most  gratlying 
way.  Indeed,  we  had  nothing 
more  to  desiro.  They  sent  us 
away  happy,  with  a pocket  and  a 
bag  full  of  money  for  the  work, 
and  the  largest  list  of  subscribers 
ever  received  at  any  Association 
since  wo  havo  been  editing  the 
Record. 

The  attendance  was  immenso, 
and  never  did  wo  see  people  more 
anxious  to  hear.  We  wore  much 
impressed  with  general  appear- 
ance ot  the  people : they  looked 
happy,  wore  well  dressed  and  evi- 
dently intelligent. 

Pastor  Amaekcr  was  tireless  in 
his  attentions  to  all  visitors,  and 
the  people  of  Hickory  Grove  dis- 
pensed a princely  hospitality.

KEPOar  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

“There  aro  ah  ut  20,00(1  Baptists 
in  this  State,  and  1550  churches. 
The  number  oi  ordained  ministers 
in  active  service  is  wholly  inade- 
quate to  fill  our  pulpits,  and  the 
result  ts,  that  very  many  of  our: 
largest  and  mo>t  inllueiilia  j 
churches  aro  without  pastors. 

More  than  half  of  tho  popnla 
lion  oT  the  Slut  j speak  tiio  French 
language,  und  wo  havo  only  tlf>  j 
ministers  who  can  preach  fin 
French.  Tho  means  heretoforuLatJ 
the  disposal  of  the  Convention 
have  been  entirely  inadequate  to 
meet  the  wide  spread  destitution 
tho  English-speaking  peo. 
pie,  and  there  ate  new  large  dis- 
tricts of  thickly. settled  parishes 
where  the  people  never  have  a 
Baptist  sormon.  The  territory 
covered  by  our  Association  lies  on 
tlio  border  of  that  portion  of  the 
State  settled  almost  entirely  by  the 
Trench,  anTThohrl y or" q^ito  three- 
fourths  of  tho  white  population  in 
the  district  covered  by  our  church- 
es arc  French.  Wo  estimate  that 
there  aro  40,000  whito  people  ac- 
cessible to  our  churches,  30,000  of 
whom  spoak  tho  French  language. 
Our  church-houses  afford  sittings 
for  about  2,600  of  ’.his  immense 
population. 

There  are  in  our  Ass  ociation 
fourteen  churches  and  live  active 
ministers,  two  of  whom  preach  on- 
ly hu!f  their  time  within  our 
bounds.  Six  of  our  churches  are 
without  pastors.  Owing  to  the 
overflows  of  tho  past  two  or  throe 
years,  several  of  our  strongest  and# 
most  liberal  ehurehos  havo  been 
so  crippled  financially  that  they 
need  holp.  Wo  mention  among 
them,  Bayou  DoGlaize,  Fairview, 
Latcnache  and  Beulah.  Tho  last  is 
one  of  our  oldo>t  churches,  and  de- 
serves trom  its  past  history,  our 
deepest  sympathy  and  help.  The 
three  former  aro  contiguous,  and, 
wo  aro  sure  that  they  aro  ablo  and 
willing  to  pay  one-half  ol  tho  sala- 
ry of  a pastor,  and  it  will  bo  neces- 
sary tor  our  Board  to  pay  the  oth- 
er half.
